To say the least, the rules as 
adopted by the Republican Coun- 1 
ty Committee, as we' see it. are 
very commendable.

just before election day who has 
a good sized “wad” or a “long, 
b'ack bottle.” Sometimes it is 
enough to sicken Old and Young 
America, and the quicker our 
authorities put the brakes on 
these brigades the better it will 
be for all concerned. When 
these “breaks” are put on, then 
the poor, honest, qualified citizen 
will have an equal chance with 
the rich, honest, qualified citizen 
and not until then. President 
Roosevelt is a “boss” himself, 
and the “squeal” that we have 
heard ringing across the conti- 
nent came from his having put 
the “brakes” on other “besses,” ^ 
financially speaking and other- 
wise.
